PETITION.  ;• 


To  the  Honorable  the  Speaker  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  oj 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania : 

The  petition  and  complaint  of  the  undersigned  respectfully  showeth  : 

That  they  are  citizens  and  qualified  electors  of  the  county  of  Cambria, 
and  that  a general  election  was  held  therein  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Octo- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  and 
they  voted  at  the  said  general  election  therein,  for  the  office  of  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  county  of  Cambria. 

Your  petitioners  further  show,  that  it  has  been  returned,  that  at  said  elec- 
tion Thomas  H.  Porter  received  2,091  votes  for  the  office  of  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  county  aforesaid,  and  that 
Richard  J.  Proudfoot  received  1,779  votes  for  the  said  office,  and  that  said 
Thomas  H.  Porter  has  been  returned  as  elected  thereto  by  a majority  of  312 
votes,  which  your  petitioners  charge  to  be  a ialse  return,  and  undue  election 
of  the  said  '1  homas  H.  Porter  as  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  said  county  ; and  your  petitioners  contest  the  right  of 
the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter  to  the  said  offiice  of  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county. 

That  the  said  election  and  the  said  return  of  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter  as 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  as  aforesaid,  is  false,  fraudulent  and 
untrue  in  this : 

That  at  the  said  general  election,  two  candidates  to  the  office  of  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  county  aforesaid,  were, 
voted  for,  to  wit:  The  said  Thomas  H.  Porter,  who  was  unduly  returned  as 
having  received  for  the  said  office  2,091  votes,  and  the  said  Richard  J.  Proud- 
foot, who  was  returned  as  having  received  1,779  votes  for  said  office. 

\\'hereas,  your  petitioners  allege,  charge  and  verily  believe  that  the  said 
Thomas  H.  Porter  received  not  more  than  1,690  legal  votes  for  said  office, 
and  that  the  said  Richard  J.  Proudfoot  received  at  least  1,75S  legal  votes  for 
said  office.  Whereby  your  petitioners  allege,  and  charge,  and  believe  that 
the  said  Richard  J.  Proudfoot  has  received  the  highest  number  of  legal  votes 
for  the  said  office,  to  wit : at  least  sixty-eight  legal  votes  more  than  the  said 
Thomas  H.  P'orter. 

Whereby  the  said  Richard  J.  Proudfoot  is  elected  to  the  said  office  of  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  county  afore- 
said, and  should  have  been  so  returned.  And  your  petitioners  specify  more 
particularly  the  following  grounds  of  contest : 

First.  Ihat  the  general  return  of  the  return  judges  of  said  election  tvas  a 
false  return  in  this : That  it  includes  the  return  of  the  votes  purporting  to 
have  been  cast  in  the  township  of  Washington,  in  the  said  county,  for  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  county, 
which  should  not  have  been  taken  and  counted  in  the  said  general  return. 

That  the  number  of  votes  purporting  by  tbe  said  false  return  to  have  been 
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were  401  votes  for  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter,  and  21  votes  for  the  said 
Richard  J.  Proudfoot,  in  the  said  township  of  Washington. 

That  the  said  return  of  401  votes  for  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter,  and  21 
votes  for  the  said  Kichard  J.  Proudfoot,  in  the  said  township  of  Washington, 
should  have  been  excluded  from  the  general  return  of  the  said  return  judges, 
for  this:  'I'hat  the  said  return  of  401  votes  for  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter, 
ind  21  votes  for  the  said  Richard  J.  Proudfoot,  in  the  said  township  of  Wash- 
ington, for  the  office  of  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  as  afore- 
said, was  false,  fraudulent  and  untrue. 

And  that  the  said  return  of  401  votes  for  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter,  and 
21  votes  for  the  said  Richard  J.  Proudfoot,  in  the  said  township  of  Washing- 
ton, for  the  office  of  member  ot  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  said  county,  should  have  been  excluded  from  the  general  return 
of  the  said  return  judges  for  this:  That  the  said  election  for  the  office  of 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  as  aforesaid,  was  falsely,  fradulently, 
llegally  and  unduly  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  and  should 
lave  been  regarded  as  wholly  void,  and  of  no  efiect  whatsoever. 

Second.  That  the  person  who  acted  as  judge  of  the  said  election,  so  as 
iforesaid  held  in  the  township  of  Washington,  in  the  said  county,  to  wit: 
(Albert  F.  Cantwell,  was  wholly  incapacitated  to  act  as  such  judge;  for  that 
he  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  before  and  at  the  time  he  so  acted  as  judge  of  the 
iaid  election,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  was 
lolding  and  exercising  an  office  and  appointment  of  trust  and  profit  under  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  to  wit:  the  office  of  post  master  at  Son- 
nan,  in  the  said  county. 

Third.  That  Werner  Bender,  who  acted  as  one  of  the  inspectors  of  the  said 
dection,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  in  the  said 
miinty,  was  wholly  incapacitated  to  act  as  such  inspector;  for  that  the  said 
Werner  Bender  was  and  is  deficient  in  a knowledge  of  the  English  language, 
ind  could  not,  therefore,  perform  the  duties  of  the  said  office  of  inspector  in 
;onformity  with  the  intention  and  spirit  of  the  act  of  Assembly  in  such  case 
nade  and  provided. 

That  the  said  Werner  Bender  was  legally  incapacitated  to  act  as  such  in- 
jpector  in  this:  That  he  was  falsely,  unduly  and  illegally  appointed  to  said 
office  of  inspector  by  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  the  person  who,  as  aforesaid,  acted 
is  judge  of  the  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Wash- 
ngton. 

That  the  appointment  of  the  said  Werner  Bender  as  inspector  as  aforesaid, 
)y  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  as  aforesaid,  was  false,  undue  and  illegal  in 
his: 

That  at  an  election  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the  nine- 
eenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
ind  fifty-eight,  for  judge  and  inspectors  to  conduct  the  said  election,  so  as 
iforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
Dctober  last,  Joseph  Crist  received  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  for 
udge,  and  Alichael  Moyer  received  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  for 
nspector  of  the  said  last  named  election. 

Whereby  the  said  Michael  Moyer  was  duly  elected  an  inspector  of  the  said 
ast  named  election,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington. 

That  the  said  Michael  Moyer  having  received  the  second  highest  number  of 
mtes  for,  and  being  duly  elected  inspector  of  the  said  last  named  election  as 
iforesaid,  did  not  attend  and  act  as  such  inspector  of  the  said  last  named 
dection. 

Whereby  it  then  and  there  became  and  was  the  right  and  duty  of  the  said 
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judge  as  aforesaid,)  to  act  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  said  Michael  Moyer, 
as  inspector  of  the  said  last  named  election,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said 
township  of  Washington.  ^ 

Nevertheless,  the  said  Werner  Bender,  by  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  was 
so  as  aforesaid  falsely,  fraudulently  and  illegallj'  appointed  an  inspector  of 
the  said  last  named  election,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  said  Michael 
Moyer.  And  the  said  VCerner  Bender,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  false,  fraudu- 
lent and  illegal  appointment,  so  made  by  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  acting’ 
as  judge  of  the  said  last  named  election  as  aforesaid,  did  unduly  and  illegally 
act  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  said  Michael  Moyer,  as  inspector  of  the  said, 
last  named  election,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington. 

That  the  appointment  of  the  said  Werner  Bender  as  inspector  of  the  said 
election  was  also  false,  fraudulent  and  illegal  in  this: 

That  the  said  appointment  was  made  by  the  person  who  acted  as  judge  of 
the  said  election,  to  wit:  The  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  who  was  as  aforesaid 
legallj’  incapacitated  to  act  as  such  judge,  by  reason  of  his  being  at  the  same 
time  an  officer  under  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

Fourth.  That  John  Short,  who  acted  as  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  said  elec- 
tion, so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October  last,  was  legally  disqualified  and  unfit  to  act  as  such 
clerk,  for  that  the  said  Jolm  Short  was  appointed  to  said  office  of  clerk  by 
the  said  Werner  Bender,  who  as  aforesaid  acted  as  one  of  the  inspectors  of 
the  said  election. 

That  the  appointment  of  the  said  John  Short,  as  one  of  the  clerks  of  the 
said  election,  was  false,  undue  and  illegal  in  this: 

That  the  said  appointment  was  made  by  the  said  Werner  Bender,  and  the 
said  John  Short  accepted  and  acted  under  the  said  appointment,  as  one  of  the 
clerks  of  the  said  election,  whilst  he,  the  said  Werner  Bender,  falsely,  unduly 
and  illegallj’,  as  aforesaid,  acted  as  one  of  the  inspectors  of  the  said  election. 

And  for  further  specification  in  this  behalf,  your  petitioners  respectfully 
refer  your  honorable  body  to  specification  N^o.  3,  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Fifth.  That  Charles  Geiseman,  who  acted  as  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  said 
election,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  October  last,  was  legally  disqualified  and  unfit  to  act  as' 
such  clerk,  and  that  his  appointment  to,  and  his  acts  in  the  said  office  of  clerk, 
were  false,  fraudulent,  undue  and  illegal. 

That  the  appointment  of  the  said  Charles  Geiseman  to  the  said  office  of 
clerk,  and  his  acts  therein,  were  false,  fraudulent,  undue  and  illegal  in  this: 

That  before  and  at  the  time  he  was  so  appointed  to  and  acted  in  the  said 
office  of  clerk  of  the  said  election,  the  said  Charles  Geiseman  was  holding 
and  exercising  an  office  of  trust  under  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
to  wit:  the  office  of  deputy  post  master  at  Sonman,  in  the  said  county.  In 
which  said  office  of  deputy  post  master  the  said  Charles  Geiseman  was  subor- 
dinate to  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  who,  as  aforesaid,  acted  as  judge  of  the 
said  election. 

That  the  appointment  of  the  said  Charles  Geiseman  to  the  said  office  of 
clerk,  and  his  acts  therein,  were  false,  fraudulent,  undue  and  illegal  in  this: 

That  at  the  time  he  was  so  appointed  to  and  acted  in  the  saidofficeof  clerk 
of  the  said  election,  the  said  Charles  Geiseman  was,  as  your  petitioners  believe, 
an  unnaturalized  foreigner. 

Sixth.  That  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  who  acted  as  judge  of  the  said  election,  so 
as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  October  last,  was  not  legally  qualified  to  act  as  such  judge,  f /r  that  the 
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wAlbert  F.  Cantwell,  bet’ore  entering-  upon  the  dtities  of  the  said  office,  by  an 
Rilfu-er  authorized  to  administer  such  oath  or  affirmation. 

That  flenry  Kensch  who  acted  as  an  inspector  of  the  said  election,  so  as 
roforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Wasliington,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
shjctober  last,  was  not  legally  qualified  to  act  as  such  inspector,  for  that  the 
fojath  or  aliirmation  prescribed  in  that  behalf  was  not  administered  to  the  said 
iiilenry  Kensch,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  ufiice,  by  an  officer 
inrnthorized  to  administer  such  oath  or  affirmation. 

sa  That  Werner  JBender,  who  acted  tis  an  in-pector  of  the  said  election,  so  as 
aforesaid  held  in  the.  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
iXJctober  last,  was  not  legally  qualilied  to  act  as  such  inspector,  for  that  the 
tooath  or  affirmation  prescribed  in  that  behalf  was  not  administered  to  the  said 
beWeriier  Bender,  before  entering  upon  the  d u ties  of  the  said  office,  by  an  officer 
afanthorized  to  administer  such  oath  or  affirmation. 

aa  That  John  Short,  who  acted  as  a clerk  of  the  said  election,  so  as  aforesaid 
illlield  in  the  said  township  of  W'^ashingtori,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October 
idast,  avas  not  legally  {jualified  to  act  as  sucli  clerk  ; for  that  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion prescribed  in  that  behalf  was  not  administered  to  the  said  John  Short, 
ifbefore  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  by  an  officer  authorized  to 
.'^administer  such  oath  or  affirmation. 

•h  That  Charles  Geisenian,  who  acted  as  a clerk  of  the  said  election,  so  as 
saaforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
uOctober  last,  was  not  legally  qualified  to  act  as  such  clerk  5 for  that  the  oath  or 
jcaffirniation  prescribed  in  that  behalf,  was  not  administered  to  the  said  Charles 
rideiseman,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  by  an  officer 
authorized  to  administer  such  oath  or  affirmation. 
di  But,  as  appears  by  the  certificates  of  the  oaths  of  the  said  Albert  [F.  Cant- 
iowell,  the  said  Henry  Kensch,  the  said  WTrner  Bender,  the  said  John  Short, 
Wand  the  said  Charles  Geiseman,  falsely,  fraudulently,  unduly  and  illegally  de- 
inilvered  to  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  co'mmon  pleas  of  the  said  county, 
;othe  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  Henry  Beusch,  Werner  Bender,  Jolin  Short  and 
nCharles  Geiseman  severally  took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  prescribed  for  the 
respective  offices  in  rvhich  they  so  as  aforesaid  acted,  before  a certain  F.  1\I. 
tpGeorge,  w'ho  certified  to  the  said  oaths  respectively,  in  the  official  character 
)fof  a justice  of  the  peace. 

IS  Whereas  yonr  petitioners  allege  and  charge,  that  the  said  F.  M.  George  was 
nnot  a justice  of  the  peace  at  the  time  he  administered  and  certified  the  oaths 
of  the  olficers  who  conducted  the  said  election  aforesaid  ; but  that  the  said  F. 
)jiM.  George  then  and  there  assumed  the  character  of  a justice  of  the  peace 
hwithout  any  right,  power  or  authority  whatever  to  act  as  such. 

W^liereby  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  Henry  Keusch,  Werner  Bender,  John 
eiShort  and  Charles  Geisettnan  w’cre  not  legally  qualified  to  act  as  officers  of  the 
msaid  election. 

ifi  Seventh.  That  your  petitioners  believe,  and  so  charge,  that  the  officers  of 
Jrthe  said  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington, 
udid  wilfully  and  fraudulently  neglect  to  have  and  keep  at  the  said  election  a 
nlist  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  said  township. 

Eighth.  That  your  petitioners  believe,  and  so  charge,  that  the  inspectors  of 
a!the  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  did  wil- 
fully and  fraudulently  neglect  to  mark  the  letter  “ V ” opposite  the  name  of  the 
revoter  upon  the  assessment  list  at  the  time  he  voted. 

if  JYinth.  That  your  petitioners  believe,  and  so  charge,  that  the  inspectors  of 
jfthe  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  c id 
wilfully  and  fraudulently  neglect  to  add  to  such  assessment,  with  the  w.nd 
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not  appear  upon  the  said  assessment,  but  who  was  afterw’ards  returned  a: 
having  voted  at  the  said  election. 

Tenth.  That  the  clerks  of  the  snid  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said 
towmship  of  Washington,  did  wilfully  and  fraudulently  neglect  to  note  upon 
the  lists  of  voters  kept  by  them,  the  wmrd  “ Tax,”  or  “ Age,”  opposite  the 
name  of  any  person  returned  as  a voter  at  the  said  election,  whose  name  did 
not  appear  upon  the  assessment  list.  i 

Eleventh.  That  the  inspectors  of  the  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  tho 
said  township  of  Washington,  did  wilfully  and  fraudulently  neglect  tc 
receive  proofs  of  the  right  of  persons  to  vote  at  the  said  election,  w'hose 
names  were  not  upon  the  assessment  list,  but  who  w'ere  afterwards  returned 
as  having  voted  at  the  said  election. 

Twelfth.  That  the  inspectors  of  the  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the 
said  township  of  VYashington,  did  wilfully  and  fraudulently  neglect  and 
refuse  to  swear  persons  w’hose  names  did  not  appear  upon  the  assessment 
list,  but  who  were  afterw'ards  returned  as  having  voted  at  the  said  election, 
that  they  had  not  removed  w’ithin  the  said  towniship  for  the  mere  purpose  ol 
voting  therein,  but  in  pursuance  of  their  lawTul  calling. 

Thirteenth.  That  your  petitioners  believe  and  so  charge,  that,  except  in  a 
single  instance  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  inspectors  of  the  election  so  as 
aforesaid  held  in  the  township  of  Washington,  did  whlfully  and  fraudulently 
neglect  to  require  and  receive  proof  or  inquire  into  the  right  to  vote,  of  any 
person  wdiom  they  afterwards  returned  as  having  voted  at  the  said  election  .; 
although,  as  appears  by  the  schedule  hereunto  appended  and  marked  No.  1, 
and  wdiich  your  petitioners  pray  may  be  considered  as  part  of  this  specifica- 
tion, 260  persons  were  returned  by  the  said  officers  as  having  voted  at  the 
said  election,  w’hose  names  did  not  appear  upon  tlie  assessment  list. 

The  exception  hereinbefore  referred  to,  was  in  the  case  of  Jacob  Beck, 
wdio  was  required  by  the  said  inspectors  to  produce  evidence  of  his  having 
been  naturalized  before  voting.  But  your  petitioners  represent,  that  the 
name  of  the  said  Ja.cob  Beck  appeared  upon  the  said  assessment  list. 

Fourteenth.  That  the  officers  of  the  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said 
towmship  of  Washington,  did  wilfully  and  fraudulently  neglect  and  omit  to 
require  and  receive  proofs  of  the  right  to  vote  at  said  election,  of  any  or 
either  of  the  260  persons  w’hose  names  appear  on  the  schedule  hereto 
appended  and  marked  No.  1,  although  each  and  all  of  tlie  persons  wdiose 
names  appear  upon  the  said  schedule  were  returned  by  the  said  officers  as 
having  voted  at  the  said  election 

W hich  schedule,  marked  No.  1,  as  aforesaid,  your  petitioners  pray  may  be 
considered  as  part  of  this  specification. 

Ffteenth.  That  your  petitioners  believe  and  so  charge,  that  the  officers  of 
the  said  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  VYashington, 
did  wilfully  and  fraudulently  count  and  tally  votes  to  the  number  of  260  and 
upwards,  which  had  not  been  voted  by  the  qualified  electors  of  said  township 
of  Washington,  but  which  had  been  fraudulently  thrown  into  the  box  by  the 
said  officers,  or  with  their  knowledge  and  connivance. 

Sixteenth.  That  your  petitioners  believe  and  so  charge,  that  the  officers  of 
the  said  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the  said  township  of  VYashington,  did 
wilfully  and  fraudulently  count  and  tally  votes  to  the  number  of  260  and 
upwards,  and  return  the  same  for  persons  who  had  not  voted  at  said  election; 
but  which  votes  had  been  fraudulently  thrown  into  the  box  by  the  said 
officers,  with  intent  to  make  an  undue  return  of  votes  for  the  said  Thomas 
H.  Porter,  for  member  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  as  aforesaid. 

Seventeenth.  That  the  officers  of  the  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the 
sai^townshi^o^\^shin^on^vit^th^iatei^an^purpos^oMioldiu^aii 
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mdue  election,  and  makinfr  a false  return  of  votes  for  the  said  Thomas  H. 
jforter,  for  member  of  the  House  of  Kepresentativ^es  as  aforesaid,  did  wilfully 
nd  fraudulently  return  the  names  of  William  Jones,  Terance  Kice,  Charles 
j-ieiseman  and  Hugh  Kernan,  as  having  severally  voted  at  the  said  election. 

) Whereas,  your  petitioners  believe  and  so  charge,  that  although  all  the  said 
, flames  appeared  upon  the  assessment  list,  yet  the  said  William  Jones,  Terance 
jiice  and  Charles  Geiseman,  were  unnaturalized  foreigners  and  had  no  right 
|0  vote,  whilst  the  said  Hugh  Kernan  did  not  vote  at  all  at  said  election. 

'fhat  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  ofiicers  did  unduly  and  ille- 
jfally  return  the  name  of  Werner  Bender,  who  was  an  inspector  of  the  said 
jlection  as  aforesaid,  as  having  voted  twice  at  the  said  election. 

„ And  your  petitioners  hereunto  append  schedule  No.  2,  showing  the  names 
^if  persons  returned  as  voters  at  said  election,  whose  names  were  upon  the 
^.ssessment  list,  which  schedule  may  be  considered  as  part  of  this  specification 
nd  petition. 

c Eighteeiith.  That  the  officers  of  the  said  election  so  as  aforesaid  held  in  the 
taid  township  of  Washington,  with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  making  a false 
■leturn  of  votes  therefrom  for  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter,  for  the  office  afore- 
taid,  did  w'ilfully  and  fraudulently  count  and  tally  votes,  and  make  return 
diereof,  in  the  natnes  of  persons  to  the  number  of  10,  whose  names  will 
ppcar  on  the  schedule  hereto  appended  and  marked  No.  1,  which  schedule 
tnay  be  considered  as  part  of  this  specification,  none  of  whom  resided  in  the 
laid  township  at  the  time  of  the  said  election,  and  none  of  whose  names 
Ippeared  upon  the  said  assessment  list. 

' JVineteenth.  That  the  officers  of  the  said  election,  so  as  aforesaid  held  in 
4if  aa  d township  of  \V  ashington,  with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  making  a 
a e return  of  votes  therefrom  for  the  said  Thomas  H.  Porter,  did  wilfully

ully  and  fraudulently  count  and  tally  votes,  and  make  return  thereof  for  a 
iarge  number  of  persons,  to  wit:  to  the  number  of  2(10  and  upwards,  none  of 
[vhom  voted  at  the  said  election;  the  names  of  whom  will  appear  on  the 
fchedule  hereunto  appended  and  marked  No.  1,  which  may  be  considered  as

And  your  petitioners  believe  and  so  charge,  that  the  election  so  as  afore- 
said held  and  conducted  in  the  said  township  of  Washington,  was  so  held 
|,nd  conducted  by  the  said  officers,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  a previous  com- 
lination  between  a majority  of  the  said  officers,  to  open  and  conduct  an  ille- 
■•al  and  fraudulent  election. 

I That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell  acted  as 
udge  of  the  said  election. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  Werner  Bender  was  appointed 
n inspector  of  the  said  election;  the  said  Werner  Bender  being  at  the  time 
deficient  in  a knowledge  of  the  Bnglish  language,  ignorant  of  the  duties  of  his 
ffice,  and  a fit  subject  to  be  imposed  upon. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  John  Short  was  appointed  to 
nd  acted  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  said  election. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  Charles  Geiseman  was  appoint- 
4 and  acted  as  one  of_the  clerks  of  the  said  election ; the  said  Charles  6eise- 
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man  being  at  the  time  a subordinate  to  the  said  Albert  F.  Cantwell,  and  dis 
charging'  the  duties  of  an  office  under  the  General  Government. 

'I'hat  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  officers  were  sworn  by  F.  M 
George,  who  usurped  the  office  of  a justice  of  the  peace  for  the  occasion,  with 
the  knowledge  and  connivance  of  tiie  said  officers,  or  some  of  them. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  election  officers  neglected  to 
have  and  keep  before  them,  as  they  were  re(|uired  to  do,  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  prescribing  the  inode  of  conducting  elections,  and  the  qualifi- 
cations of  voters. 

That  with  sncii  intent  and  purpose,  the  said  election  officers  commanded 
the  assessor  of  the  said  township,  to  wit:  Arthur  Strom,  to  leave  the  place  of 
holding  the  said  election 5 and  that  this,  whilst  tlie  said  assessor  was  there  to 
perform  the  dutis  enjoined  upon  him  by  law. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  Alexander  3, 1.  W hite,  Richard  White 
and  F.  M.  George,  were  admitted  into  the  election  room  whilst  the  officers 
of  the  said  election  were  engaged  in  counting  the  votes. 

Tiiat  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  boxes  containing  the  tickets  voted 
at  the  said  election  were  not  bound  round  with  tape,  and  sealed  by  the  in- 
spectors and  judge,  in  the  manner  required  by  law. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  the  boxes  containing  the  tickets  voted 
at  the  said  election  were  not  delivered  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  in 
the  time  and  manner  tequired  by  law.  That,  on  the  contrary,  the  said  boxes 
Avere  delivered  to  F.  M.  George,  a private  citizen  of  Washington  township, 
who  was  in  nowise  commissioned  or  qualified  to  act  as  a justice  of  the  peace. 

That  with  such  intent  and  purpose,  and  with  the  desire  of  holding  an  undue 
election,  and  making  a false  return  of  votes  cast  for  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  county,  at  said  election,  the  said
